HERE is still a bit of desultory sniping at the 

increase in the number of non-claiming races. 
Much of the fire, however, follows a curved tra- 
jectory and appears to be aimed at THE BLOoD- 
HorsE, which advocated more non-claiming races, 
rather than at the races themselves. 

Actually the changes which have taken place 
in the conditioning of races do not appear very 
vulnerable. The market for cheap horses has not 
been destroyed, as some horsemen feared it would 
be; rather it has shown an amazing degree of 
strength, as manifested in the stuffed claim boxes 
and in the yearling auctions. The cheap horse 
has not been “run off the track,” but has pros- 
pered. The betting public has not been discour- 
aged; in Illinois, where official figures are avail- 
able in reports of the Illinois Racing Board, non- 
claiming races have shown a greater increase in 
average betting per race than claiming races. 

Except for Fairmount Park the entire Illinois 
season through the Washington Park meeting 
showed claiming races constituting a trifle less 
than 50 per cent of the programs, and at Arling- 
ton and Washington Parks only one race in three 
was under claiming conditions. If either horse- 
men or bettors had found the non-claiming race 
a disadvantage the fact would have been appar- 
ent in the statistics on wagering. 

These items are not the main considerations in 
the debate on claiming races. They merely repre- 
sent the places where the advocates of claiming 
races thought they saw chinks in the armor of the 
opposition. The principal advantages to be gained 
from the shift now taking place in the condition- 
ing of races will appear in the form of long-range 
effects upon American bloodstock breeding. 

If the current proportion of allowance races 
persists, there will be profound changes in the 
standards for the selection and appraisal of 
breeding stock, and these changes will make for 
greater stability and more vigorous development 
of the breeding industry. On that prediction we 
risk our case in support of non-claiming races.

Get Another Cow 


AST week Henry Morgenthau, Secretary of 

the Treasury, expressed approval of a Fed- 
eral tax on pari-mutuel betting. That is the kind 
of money the Government ought to tax, he said. 
The only trouble is, of course, that the states saw 
it first. Any expert in the Department of Agri- 
culture can inform Mr. Morgenthau that you can’t 
double production by milking the cow twice. 

But if that is really the kind of money the 
Government ought to tax, let Mr. Morgenthau 
take a look at America’s handbooks. There is a 
source of revenue lying fallow. All it needs, to 
qualify for paying taxes, is a legally conferred 
respectability. We would much rather see hand- 
books stamped out than legalized and taxed. But 
we would rather see them legalized and taxed 
than left permanently to flourish outside the law. 
The states are beginning to look that way, Mr. 
Morgenthau, so you’d better make up your mind. 

We’re not so hot for taxing off-the-course bet- 
ting, but if it’s going to be taxed, we’d rather 
have the Federal Government do it simply because 
we believe that only the Federal Government can 
control it properly. Certainly that would be pre- 
ferable to an additional track tax which would be 
an advantage to the handbooks. 


Object Lesson 


ARRAGANSETT PARK’S series of distance 

races was concluded last week. Actually only 
four of the races were at distances greater than 
1%46 miles, and these were all won by the same 
horse, the gelding Momo Flag, which emerged 
with two track records, one world’s record, 
$10,700, and a considerably enlarged reputation. 
In the summer of 1943 Momo Flag was a plater 
worth less than $2,000. Because of the change in 
conditioning of races he ceased to be a selling 
plater. Because of a series of distance races he 
has become a star performer. Because distance 
racing treats horses more kindly than sprinting 
he may, perhaps, be considered a more durable 
piece than some of our other star performers.

EW YORK, October 1.—Although her Green- 

tree Stable will go on with no significant 
change, the death of Mrs. Payne Whitney left a 
gap in the ranks of owners that is hardly to be 
filled. The New York Herald-Tribune, in its 
notice of her death, paid Mrs. Whitney what 
could hardly have been an unconscious tribute. 
There were two pictures of her, side by side. In 
one she was leading in Twenty Grand after the 
Belmont Stakes; in the other she was watching 
Forty Winks lose to Esposa at Saratoga. The 
smile was about the same in both pictures. At 
the Thoroughbred Club dinner at which she was 
the guest of honor she mentioned a maxim it 
would do you no harm to memorize: Win as if 
you were accustomed to it, lose as if you liked it. 
You will find this easy to remember, and some- 
what difficult to practice, but Mrs. Whitney man- 
aged both. 


Pavot and His Followers 


PINIONS on Pavot, after the Hopeful Stakes, 
were somewhat divided. He was all out to 
beat Esteem, and there was a camp which saw 
in this an indication that he would not stay. The 
notion of most horsemen, however, was _ that 
George Woolf had ridden him with extreme con- 
fidence, shooting him to the front at once and 
making all the running. Since Pavot had shown 
that he could be rated and come from behind, 
this seemed hardly the way to do it. The Fu- 
turity was definite proof that the second group 
was right. Woolf rode Pavot as he had been 
ridden in his earlier starts, and Pavot responded 
with as impressive a performance as this observer 
can remember. Next thing you know, you will 
hear that familiar refrain, “since Man o’ War.” 
He came out of the gate in something of a tan- 
gle, and in a stride or so he had acquired a rather 
severe cut on his near hind heel. Woolf took him 
toward the inside, behind horses, and straightened 
him out perhaps a quarter of the way across the 
Widener Course. He moved up steadily, and in 
the last three furlongs came with what seemed 
irresistible power, and was never touched with 
the whip. He is a medium-sized, excellently fur- 
nished colt, and in the paddock seemed rather 
high in flesh. The stable had intended, anyway, 
to retire him for the season after the Futurity, 
and the cut is not likely to trouble him next year. 


Christiana Stable’s Alexis gave two excellent 
performances during the week. In the Futurity 
Trial on Tuesday William Helis’ Greek Warrior, 
a “Mahmoud colt which suggests his sire parti- 
cularly in his hind legs, seemed to be winning by 
himself, after putting away the handsome Sir 
Bim. From about the three-sixteenths pole he 
drew away with a run which was considerably 
more impressive than it was well timed. Kenneth 
Scawthorn waited for nearly a furlong more with 
Alexis, and the *Heliopolis colt ran with extreme 
gameness to catch the grey colt at the wire. His 
performance was the more impressive in that he 
had been fetched a pretty good clout on the right 
eye by a clod or pebble in the early stages. The

injury is apparently not serious, but it was still 


visible on Futurity day, when he came up stoutly 


and made a good stiff try at Pavot. He is a bit 
on the small side, but is quite well furnished for 
his size, and his resolute manner of closing sug- 
gests that, if he grows normally during the win- 
ter, he will have to be considered next year. 

Errard, which exhausted himself getting to the 
lead in the Futurity, was stopping badly in the 
last furlong, and Greek Warrior failed to run 
back to his good race on Tuesday. The pace, of

:444%. On Saturday, however, a good stiff wind 
was quartering the course, not coming exactly 
straight down it, but considerably more from be- 
hind than from the side.

In the long history of the Lawrence Realization 
only twice before the 1944 renewal was the field 
limited to two starters. Harry Payne Whitney’s 
*Johren opposed only Whippoorwill in 1918 and 
the great Man o’ War in 1920 set the track record 
of 2:4045 with only Hoodwink to beat. In the 
overnight entries for the 1944 running Wheatley 
Stable’s Free Lance was named, but later 
scratched. 

With victories in the Shevlin, Dwyer, and 
Travers Stakes and the American Derby to boost 
his popularity, By Jimminy went to the post at 
30 cents to the dollar. Bounding Home, winner 
of the Belmont Stakes and second in the Saratoga 
Cup, was a little less than 9 to 5. By Jimminy 
went to the front at once, but Ted Atkinson on 
Bounding Home kept his mount a little over a 
length off the leader’s pace until they raced into 
the final straight. In the last eighth Georgie 
Woolf loosed his hold a little on By Jimminy, ex- 
tended the lead to two lengths. Atkinson then 
resorted to the whip, but Bounding Home con- 
tinued to lose ground as By Jimminy won, ridden 
out, by three and a half lengths. 

His earnings in the Realization made By Jim- 
miny the leading money winner of the 3-year-old 
division both in money won this year and in total 
winnings. By Jimminy has earned $162,635 this 
season, $181,120 in all. Calumet Farm’s Pensive 
was previously in front with 1944 winnings of 
$162,225 and total earnings of $167,715. With 
the Kentucky Derby and Preakness winner now 
retired awaiting stud duties next season, By Jim- 
miny is no longer in danger of having his total 
topped by the Hyperion colt, but still is threat- 
ened by Pensive’s stablemate Twilight Tear, 
which has won $134,080 this season to bring her 
total earnings to $168,690, including her victory 
of October 2. 

By Jimminy’s owner, Alfred P. Parker, recent- 
ly in New York issued a statement that he was 
willing to start his colt against whatever horses 
(including older ones) accept in the Pimlico Spe- 
cial on November 1, providing Twilight Tear is 
one of them.

By Jimminy, foaled February 7, 1941, at Col. 
E. R. Bradley’s Idle Hour Stock Farm, Lexington, 
was sold privately in the summer of 1943 to Mr. 
Parker. At two he won the Grand Union Hotel

The only time War Jeep has been out of the 
money was in the Hopeful won by Pavot. In that 
stakes the Maine Chance Farm colt forced the 
pace for half a mile before retiring. He has near- 
ly always been a fast one out of the gate. In the 
Richard Johnson Stakes the son of War Admiral, 
upholding his reputation for alertness, probably 
turned in the best performance of his short 
career. 

Carrying top weight of 122 pounds and giving 
three pounds to The Doge, which had unexpected- 
ly beaten him in the Sanford Stakes, War Jeep 
left the gate in high gear. F. W. Hooper’s Ala- 
bama was also away fast, and the two went head- 
and-head until the far turn where the *Mahmoud 
colt slowed down. War Jeep then put aside the 
challenge of Brookfield and pulled away to score 
by four lengths. The Doge, second choice to the 
13-to-10 winner, came to the outside in the stretch 
after some early crowding and gained the place 
award a neck in front of the slow-breaking Ed- 
dieow. An impressive stretch run was put up by 
the fourth colt, Glen Riddle Farm’s black War 
Trophy. 

A $4,700 yearling purchase from last year’s 
Keeneland sales, War Jeep has now started ten 
times, won five races (including the East View 
Stakes), finished second three times (including 
Sanford and Cowdin Stakes), third once (U. S. 
Hotel Stakes), and has earned $32,170. At the 
Keeneland sales this year Maine Chance Farm 
(Mrs. Elizabeth Nightingale Graham), through 
Leslie Combs II as agent, bought his handsome 
full brother for $30,000. Pedigree and family

The latter saved 
the show award half a length ahead of Jean 
Miracle. *Paperboy was a 2-to-1 favorite in the 
betting, while Cassis was an equal third choice 
with Brownie. 

*Paperboy, bred by Norman Field (brother of 
Marshall Field) at his stud in England and im- 
ported by Major Austin C. Taylor, had previously 
won the Saratoga Handicap and the Narragan- 
sett Special this season. In all he has started 65 
times, won 11 races, finished second nine times, 
third 11 times, and has earned $109,107.50. His 
pedigree and family particulars appeared in THE 
B.oop-HorseE of August 26, page 322.

Not in many years has American racing turned 
up so many high-class 2-year-olds as have taken 
the track this season in the leading stakes. But 
when the Futurity, the biggest race of all for 
first-season performers, came up for decision at 
Belmont Park, one of them stood out so far above 
the others in public regard that he went to the 
post an odds-on favorite, at 7 to 10, and the sec- 
ag 4 choice in the field of 15 was better than 10 
to 1. 

The favorite, Walter M. Jeffords’ Pavot, went 
into the race with an unbeaten record, seven 
starts and seven wins, and an established habit 
of winning by about two lengths. He came out 
with his habits unchanged, with the third highest 
total earnings ever credited to a 2-year-old, and 
with the quarter of his near hind hoof ripped 
open from the coronet down. Mr. Jeffords had 
already made up his mind that the Futurity 
would be Pavot’s last start of the year, and the 
injury, which apparently was not serious, could 
not be held responsible for the fact that two days 
later Pavot was on his way to winter quarters at 
Berlin, Md. 

Piloted by George Woolf, who had ridden him in 
his last five previous races, Pavot, under top 
weight of 126 pounds, broke quickly from the 
ninth post position and began drifting toward the 
inside rail, impelled perhaps by the sudden sting 
of the unexplained injury to his foot. Errard, 
chief of his western rivals and second choice at 
$10.55 to $1, went to the front, attended by the 
grey Greek Warrior (by *Mahmoud) and the ex- 
treme outsider Sir Bim, son of Bimelech, while 
Pavot dropped back in the field. Bymeabond, 
Flood Town, and Alexis were close on the pace. 
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trainer, 


At the eighth-nole Errard and Sir Bim were con- 
tending for the lead on almost equal terms and 
Bymeabond and Alexis were about a length be- 
hind them, though the field was scattered well 
across the width of the Widener Course. Woolf 
was now ready for Pavot to go to the front and 
the:son of Case Ace settled the issue quickly. Er- 
rard, roused by Otto Grohs for a final spurt, stood 
him off momentarily, then weakened, and Pavot 
went on to win by his customary two lengths 
while Alexis, one of three 2-year-olds in the first 
crop of foals by *Heliopolis, got past Errard in 
the final strides to beat him a neck for second 
money. A length farther back, running on well 
after having come from far back in the field, was 
Greentree Stable’s Dockstader, at the second long- 
est price in the field, and at his heels was Calumet 
Farm’s Pot o’ Luck, maiden son of Chance Play. 

The injury to Pavot’s quarter was seen when 
he returned to the stands; it was bleeding freely, 
but after a quick examination the announcement 
was made that the injury did not appear serious. 

Pavot’s victory lacked conclusiveness only be- 
cause of the absence of the Chicago champion 
Free for All, Errard’s unbeaten stablemate which 
had already been retired for the year. But with 
those which did come against him he settled the 
issue beyond doubt, and once more it appeared 
that a winner of the Futurity would be the winter 
book favorite for the Kentucky Derby despite the 
much advertised fact that no Futurity winner has 
ever been victorious in the Kentucky classic. 

His eighth victory in eight starts raised Pavot’s 
earnings to $179,040. In 2-year-old winnings only 
Top Flight ($219,000 in 1931) and Occupation 
($192,355 in 1942) ranked above him. Just below 
him in the list was the immortal Domino ($170,890 
in 1893), then Bimelech ($135,050 in 1939). All 
five of these had won the Futurity, and with the 
exception of Occupation all of them went unbeat- 
en through their first season of racing. 

Pavot is the second Futurity winner for Mr. 
Jeffords, who in 1926 won the top 2-year-old fix- 
ture with Scapa Flow, son of Man o’ War. For 
George Woolf, famed for his heady performances 
when big money is at stake, Pavot completed an 
unprecedented record of three Futurity victories 
in succession. Woolf won in 1942 on Occupation, 
in 1943 on Occupy. The only other rider with 
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three Futurity victories to his credit is Linus 
(Pony) McAtee. 

The name Pavot (on whose pronunciation 
Americans will never quite agree) is French for 
poppy, and he is the brightest blossom of a flower- 
ful family. He is, as has been related already, 
the first foal of Coquelicot (pronounced coke-li- 
koh, French for wild poppy), one of four daugh- 
ters of Man o’ War which Mr. Jeffords took out of 
his training stable in the winter of 1940-41 and 
sent to the court of Case Ace, one of *Teddy’s 
handsomest and highest-class American sons, 
standing at J. M. Roebling’s stud at Harbourton, 
N. J., north of Trenton. These four mares were 
returned to their birthplace, Mr. Jeffords’ portion 
of Faraway Farm at Lexington, in 1941 and there 
in 1944 produced four foals, all of which are 2- 
year-old winners this season, the others being 
Service Ribbon, Fortify, and the stakes winner 
Ace Card, all fillies. 

Coquelicot herself had a short and undistin- 
guished racing career. She ran five times at two, 
five times at three, and remained a maiden until 
Armistice Day of her second season, when she 
won a maiden race of a mile and 70 yards at Pim- 
lico. She placed second or third in four other 
races. Her dam, Fleur, had been obtained by Mr. 
Jeffords in a horse trade with the C. V. Whitney 
farm in the fall of 1935, when she was carrying 
her first foal, the *Chicle gelding Naseberry, 
winner of three races. Coquelicot was the prod- 
uct of her 1936 mating with Man o’ War. Coque- 
licot now has a yearling chestnut colt by James- 
town, a weanling chestnut filly by Sun Teddy, and 
is in foal to Johnstown. The yearling, an excel- 
lent individual, as Pavot was, is inbred to Fair 
Play through Jamestown’s dam.

In the Jockey Club Gold Cup the 17-year-old 


- Bolingbroke established himself as the leading 


claimant to honors among the distance racers. 
Winner of the Saratoga Cup at 1%4 miles, Boling- 
broke seemed to have an easier time of it in the 
added quarter-mile of the Gold Cup. Though it 
was the slowest race in the 25 runnings at the dis- 
tance of two miles, the fact remains that Boling- 
broke was clearly master of the situation in the 
final stages. 

The 38-year-old Bounding Home was sent to the 
front by George Woolf with Devil Diver alongside 
and the other two starters together several 
lengths back as the field passed the stands for the 
first time. Bobby Permane on Bolingbroke tried 
to see the teletimer’s recording for the first half- 
mile, but looked a moment too soon. (Apparently 
Permane was determined that the pace would not 
be as slow as that in the Manhattan Handicap, 
the previous week.) 

The horses ran in somewhat the same order 
until the far turn, where Bolingbroke began mak- 
ing his move, while Bounding Home showed signs 
of weakening. Coming into the stretch, Boling- 
broke was taken to the outside for the lead, which 
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he easily increased to four lengths at the finish. 
Strategic came through on the rail to outfinish 
Devil Diver by a head in a long drive for place 
money. Bounding Home wound up last, about a 
length behind Devil Diver. The latter, which is 
sometimes troubled with a sore heel, was favorite 
at slightly less than 3 to 2, while Bolingbroke was 
second choice at 9 to 5. 

Bolingbroke is the second Jockey Club Gold Cup 
winner for Townsend B. Martin, who won the 
1939 renewal with Cravat. In all Bolingbroke 
has started 65 times, won 14 races, finished second 
eight times, third 16 times, and has earned 
$152,270. His pedigree and family notes appeared 
in THE BLoop-HorsE of September 9, page 361.

The 3-year-old Bel Reigh, the only one of his 
age in the Governor’s Handicap, was a 3-to-2 fa- 
vorite over the 4-year-old Castleman, second 
choice at 9 to 5. Bel Reigh had won two races 
at distances over a mile in four starts at the 
Rhode Island meeting and had finished ahead of 
Castleman the three times they had met there. 
Castleman had run third in all four of his starts 
at the meeting, but in his latest outing he had set 
the pace in the Narragansett Special and had 
been beaten only a length by *Paperboy and Alex 
Barth. In the Governor’s Handicap each was get- 
ting six pounds off his scale weight. 

Bel Reigh broke on top with his customary 
alertness and kept clear of Dense Path, Ball 
Player, and Castleman to have a lead of several 
lengths in the stretch.

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TRACKS AND MEETINGS 


OUR major race courses were in operation in 

the United States east of the Mississippi 
River and one in Canada during the week ending 
September 30, but main interest centered on Bel- 
mont Park, where five stakes, including the rich 
Futurity and the Jockey Club Gold Cup, concluded 
the second week of racing at the Westchester Rac- 
ing Association’s track. Narragansett Park, con- 
cluding a record-breaking 42-day meeting, is to be 
followed by a meeting of similar length at Rock- 
ingham Park in New Hampshire. Laurel Park 
completed 24 days of a 50-day meeting on Sep- 
tember 30, and Hawthorne 20 days of a 34-day 
meeting. In Canada Thorncliffe Park closed a 
seven-day meeting with the Clarendon Plate con- 
firming Uttermost as the best Canadian 2-year- 
old (though H. C. Hatch says the colt is the worst 
2-year-old he owns).  Thorncliffe-at- Woodbine 
surpassed the Woodbine meeting itself in public 
support. A crowd of 20,000 was present Septem- 
ber 30. Long Branch-at-Dufferin Park opens for 
seven days on October 4. 

By winning the Futurity despite a minor injury 
Pavot was first in the Turf news of the week. 
The son of Case Ace, undefeated in eight starts, 
goes into retirement for the season with earnings 
making him the third greatest 2-year-old money 
winner and his sire the leader in point of first 
monies won by his get as juveniles this year. 
Bolingbroke rather firmly established himself as 
the leading distance racer of the season in the two 
miles of the Jockey Club Gold Cup. By Jimminy 
now stands as the leading money-winning 3-year- 
old by virtue of his triumph in the Lawrence 
Realization. In the Brook Steeplechase Handicap, 
Rouge Dragon threw down the gauntlet to Elk- 
ridge for top jumping honors of the year, which 
may be decided in the Grand National Steeple- 
chase on October 4. The Vosburgh Handicap at 
seven furlongs, which resulted in a dead heat be- 
tween Cassis and *Paperboy, revealed the latter 
to be a capable sprinter as well as a stayer. On 
Monday, October 2, Twilight Tear indicated she 
is ready for the fall stakes by winning easily a 
fast sprint of 5% furlongs on the Widener Course 
in her first start since the Alabama Stakes. 

The attractions of the Futurity and Jockey 
Club Gold Cup developed the second highest total 
wagered in New York when $3,463,125 passed 
through the totalizator. The total bet the first 
twelve days was $27,189,385, a daily average of 
$2,265,782. 

At Laurel Park in the middle of the week the 
Richard Johnson Stakes resulted in an easy vic- 
tory for Mrs. Elizabeth Graham’s War Jeep, 
which showed about the keenest effort of his short 
career. On the week-end Soldier Song became the 
first stakes winner of the year for his sire, Man o’ 
War, in the mud of the mile Laurel Stakes. Bet- 
ting at Laurel continued upward, with the week’s 
average at $731,224, and the average for the 
meeting at $638,375. 

Narragansett Park closed its 42-day meeting 
with a daily betting average of $804,954, a con- 
siderable increase over the daily average of 
$662,540 for the meeting of similar duration last 
year. Momo Flag’s emergence as the distance- 
running star of New England was a development 
of the series of seven Endurance Handicaps. On 
the closing day Bel Reigh displayed some of his 
1943 form in winning the Governor’s Handicap 
from older opponents. 

An unusual feature of the week-end program 
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at Hawthorne was the victory of three of the get 
of the *Epinard stallion Bow to Me during the 
afternoon. Happy Issue, a daughter of the sire 
standing at Herbert M. Woolf’s Kansas _ stud, 
whipped the best handicap horses left in the Mid- 
dle West in the 1% miles of the Hawthorne 
Handicap for a surprise victory. The other two 
by Bow to Me to score were the maiden juvenile 
Amphibious and the older Topnard. 

A new betting record was set at Hawthorne on 
the week-end with a total of $1,334,508 passing 
through the machines. The daily average at the 
end of 20 days stood at $947,702, an increase of 
more than a third over last year. 


New Stewards for Kentucky 


Dates for the fall meeting at Churchill Downs 
have been approved by the Kentucky State Rac- 
ing Commission and Jack S. Young has been ap- 
pointed as the first paid steward to represent the 
commission at race meetings in the State, ac- 
cording to an announcement by Mrs. Edward D. 
Shinnick, secretary of the commission. 

Churchill Downs will offer four stakes, includ- 
ing the transplanted Keeneland Breeders’ Fu- 
turity, at its 19-day meeting, starting Saturday, 
October 21, and ending Saturday, November 11. 
(A list of the stakes to be offered appears in an 
advertisement elsewhere in this issue.) All the 
stakes have a $5,000 added value, but the Fu- 
turity, which closed in 1942, is expected to gross 
nearly $20,000. 

Mr. Young, who for some years has served 
as steward at the Detroit Fair Grounds and 
Thistle Down Park, is a son of the late Milton 
Young, who was a member of Kentucky’s first 
racing commission, appointed in 1906, and was a 
prominent breeder, owning McGrathiana (now 
Coldstream Stud). 

At present Mr. Young is serving at the Thistle 
Down meeting which ends on October 28. He will 
not be in the stewards’ stand at Churchill Downs 
the first six days of the meeting. That part of 
the program is to be held under the auspices of 
the Louisville War Fund and Racing Association, 
and the racing commission says it claims no 
jurisdiction over a war relief meeting. Mr. Young 
expects to arrive at Churchill Downs before the 
start of the regular meeting of 13 days. His 
compensation, like that for the State telegraph 
censor and pari-mutuel supervisor, will be levied 
by the commission against the Louisville associa- 
tion, as the Kentucky statutes do not provide for 
these positions. 

A new steward representing Churchill Downs 
this fall will be the young horseman Jack G. 
Goode, son of John M. Goode, well known trainer 
who lately has been handling the horses of Leslie 
Combs II, chairman of the commission, and those 
of Mr. Combs’ uncles, Brownell and Lucas B. 
Combs. The other two stewards representing the 
association will be Samuel H. McMeekin and. C. 
Bruce Head. William H. Shelley will act as rac- 
ing secretary and Reuben White as starter. 


Hollywood Park Gets Dates 


Hollywood Park has received permission of the 
California Horse Racing Board for a 34-day meet- 
ing from November 1 to December 16, pending 
final approval of all governmental agencies con- 
cerned. Seven days for charity and war relief 
are scheduled. In case Hollywood Park does not 
open on November 1, Bay Meadows will be per- 
mitted a six-day extension of its current meeting.

Death of La France 


N November, 1938, when she was represented 

on the track by the 3-year-old Jacola and the 2- 
year-old Johnstown, both horses of extreme class, 
the broodmare La France, by *Sir Gallahad III 
out of *Flambette, by *Durbar II, was sold by 
Arthur B. Hancock to Louis B. Mayer. A crip- 
pled hind leg had prevented La France from rac- 
ing, but she came from one of the most successful 
producing families, had already produced two top 
horses, and at the time appeared one of the most 
valuable broodmares in the world. 

For Mr. Mayer in 1939 she produced, as a pre- 
mature foal, the filly La Boheme, by *Jacopo. 
She was barren to Blue Larkspur in 1940, and in 
1941 produced Free France, a grand-looking colt 
by Man o’ War which held high promise, but ap- 
parently has developed a wind ailment after hav- 
ing won two races this year. The mare had no 
foal in 1942. 

On the night of September 28 La France died 
at the Mayer Farms at Perris Valley, Calif. Left 
to carry on for her are yearling and weanling 
colts by *Beau Pere. 


Aletern Stays in Training 


After conferring with Trainer Jack Skirvin, 
Owner A. C. Ernst has decided not to retire his 
Suburban Handicap winner Aletern to the stud, 
as he had advertised in THE BLoop-HorsE of Sep- 
tember 30. Now at Belmont Park, Aletern will 
be sent to Florida and pointed for the Widener 
Handicap. In the meantime, P. J. O’Neil, man- 
ager of the Ernst Farm near Lexington, had 
booked a number of outside mares, as well as 
eight Ernst mares, to Aletern for the 1945 season. 


Fees at High Hope 


Douglas M. Davis had announced the follow- 
ing fees for the stallions which will stand at his 
High Hope Farm, Lexington, for the 1945 season:

Death of C. L. Croan 


Clarence L. Croan, 70-year-old former member 
of the Kentucky State Racing Commission, died 
September 28 in a Louisville hospital after a 
long illness. Aside from his many business in- 
terests in Louisville, Mr. Croan had raced a small 
stable of horses mainly in the period from 1936, 
when he was appointed to the racing commission 
by Gov. A. B. Chandler, until 1940. He resigned 
from the commission in 1939 and later estab- 
lished his residence in Miami, Fla. Mr. Croan 
started his business career in Shepherdsville, Ky., 
acting as a broker in railroad ties. 

Most of Mr. Croan’s horses were owned either 
in partnership with members of his family or 
with trainers who looked after his stable. At ene 
time he had an interest in Mucho Gusto. Crowning 
Glory for a time raced under his red and white 
silks. He owned the filly Blue Lily in 1940 when 
she was second in the Lafayette Stakes at Keene- 
land and Debutante Stakes at Churchill Downs.

Hycilla's Champion Stakes 


FTER a rush of last-minute support had sent 

her to the post the favorite at 4 to 1 for the 

St. Leger Stakes, the Oaks winner Hycilla, owned 

by William Woodward, chairman of The Jockey 

Club of New York, found the competition of 

Tehran and other good colts too much for her and 
finished a well beaten eighth. 

Ten days later, on September 26, the daughter 
of Hyperion and the American-bred mare Pris- 
cilla Carter was among the starters for the 1%4- 
mile Champion Stakes at Newmarket, with 1,200 
sovereigns added, one of the most important races 
of the English season in which the leading 3-year- 
olds have an opportunity to test their class 
against that of older horses. 

Having lost some of her popularity as a result 
of her failure in the Leger, Hycilla went to the 
post at 10 to 1, but this time she came home a 
comfortable winner over another good 3-year-old 
filly, Mrs. Betty Lavington’s Fair Fame, daughter 
of Fairway. Two lengths away in third place 
was Mrs. Phillip Hill’s Mustang, a 3-year-old colt 
by Mieuxce. Each of the three placed horses 
closed at 10 to 1. 

The Leger winner Tehran was among the en- 
tries for the Champion Stakes, but whether he 
was an actual starter was not indicated in cabled 
reports of the race. 


Racing Resumes in France 


Last week it was announced from Paris that 
the Minister of Agriculture had authorized the 
resumption of horse racing in France after a 
break of several weeks while the Allied armies 
were sweeping the Germans back to their own 
borders. Racing had continued in the vicinity of 
Paris during the German occupation, and accord- 
ing to an Associated Press dispatch of last week 
there were races at Auteuil as late as August 13, 
just before the capital was liberated. During the 
occupation Auteuil, famous for its steeplechase 
— hurdle races, had been used for racing on the 

at. 


English Yearling Tops $53,000 


The Aga Khan, though still in Switzerland, 
was back in the bloodstock market last month and 
prices were booming in England. 

On September 14, bidding against Miss Doro- 
thy Paget, the Aga Khan’s trainer Frank Butters 
topped a two-day sale at Newmarket by paying 
£13,125 (about $53,025 at current exchange 
rates) for Sledmere Stud’s yearling colt by Hy- 
perion out of Queen Christina, by Buchan, thus a 
full brother to the high-class performers Ortho- 
dox and Eleanor Cross. Ten minutes later Mr. 
Butters paid £11,550 for a colt by Blue Peter in 
the National Stud consignment. 

In two days 306 yearlings were sold for 
£362,407, average £1,184 (about $4,783).

Sleeping Sickness 


Equine encephalomyelitis (sleeping sickness), a 
recurrent scourge upon the horses of the country, 
is on the march again. In Texas it has been re- 
sponsible for the deaths of many horses, the re- 
cent victims including the Thoroughbred stallion 
Prince Argo, owned by Mrs. H. P. Bonner. Last 
week the disease was getting uncomfortably close 
to the great light horse nurseries in central Ken- 
tucky, and Dr. W. W. Dimock, head of the Depart- 
ment of Animal Pathology at the University of 
Kentucky, caused a warning to be sent out. 

After the statement published below had been 
mailed Dr. Dimock reported to THE BLoop-HoRSE 
that two additional cases, one from eastern Ken- 
tucky, one from the western section, had been 
diagnosed definitely as encephalomyelitis. 

As warm fall days kept virus-carrying mosqui- 
toes flying Thoroughbred breeders found them- 
selves considering whether to vaccinate immedi- 
ately or take a chance and wait for frost. In last 
week’s summer heat frost seemed a long way off. 


URING July and August a number of horses 

and mules in several central Kentucky coun- 
ties became sick and some died after showing 
symptoms somewhat suspicious of sleeping sick- 
ness and in some respects of botluism. 

Examinations of brains from several animals 
failed to show tissue changes known to be char- 
acteristic of sleeping sickness. It also was con- 
cluded that they did not die of botulism. 

More recently four horses on one farm were 
sick, showing symptoms more characteristic of 
sleeping sickness. One was destroyed without 
examination. The brain of a second horse, which 
was destroyed, some time before it would have 
died, showed tissue changes quite characteristic 
of sleeping sickness. Two other sick horses in 
the same group were treated with anti-encephalo- 
myelitis serum, and at last reports they were still 
alive and somewhat improved. Fifteen or sixteen 
in the same group were vaccinated and so far 
no new cases have developed. 

Still more recently, reports have come from 
western Kentucky that several horses have died 
that showed symptoms highly suspicious of sleep- 
ing sickness. A brain, shipped to the laboratory, 
revealed, upon examination, tissue changes that 
are considered characteristic of this disease... . 

The sleeping sickness disease has occurred in 
Kentucky on several occasions during the past 
several years, but has never become widespread 
in the State. The largest number of cases in 
any one season was about forty, and these were 
mostly in the western part of the State. 

While it hardly seems necessary to urge that 
general vaccination of horses and mules be car- 
ried out immediately, everyone should be on the 
alert. Every case of sickness in a horse or mule 
showing, in any respect, symptoms suspicious of 
sleeping sickness is worthy of watching. The 
disease should be permitted to run its course and 
as soon as the animal dies, the head should be 
removed and taken to the Department of Ani- 
mal Pathology at the Kentucky Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station at Lexington. 

A sound precautionary measure would be to 
start vaccination at once among any group of 
horses and mules, if a horse or mule takes sick 
and shows signs of sleeping sickness.

English Season Extended 


According to announcement made recently the 
racing season in England has been extended from 
October 14 to November 4. However, only three 
days of actual racing are added to the schedule 
previously announced. The fixtures for the re- 
mainder of the season are: Ascot, October 7; 
Stockton, October 7; Newmarket, October 10 
and 11; Windsor, October 14; Pontefract, Octo- 
ber 14; Salisbury, October 21; Ascot, October 
28; Windsor, November 4.

Trophy at two and was half-sister to Betty Beall, who is the dam of Baba Kenny and Beanie 
M, both of whom won the Matron and other stakes. (Baba Kenny also is the dam of Bee 
Mac). Batter Cake’s daughter, Breakfast Bell, by Black Toney (half-sister to several stakes 
winners), was a consistent performer in four years of racing, winning stakes at Saratoga 
and Belmont Park, and then producing Buginarug. Buginarug, due to an injured hip raced 
only at three and from six starts won three and was twice third racing against the best of her 
age in the East. Her first foal was BLESS ME. She has since produced the winner Bit of 
Sugar, and this year’s outstanding 3-year-old, By Jimminy, winner of the Grand Union Hotel 
Stakes, the Shevlin, Dwyer, Travers and the American Derby, setting a new record for the 
race. Thus to *Sickle, Buginarug produced Bless Me and to *Sickle’s full brother, *Phara- 
mond II, she produced By Jimminy.

RACING PERFORMANCE

While training for the Arlington Classic Bless Me worked 1% miles at Suffolk 
Downs in 1:49%, his fractions for the mile being :46%, 1:094% and 1:354%. 

At four Bless Me won the Frontier Handicap at Detroit, 14% miles, beating Bon Jour, 
Col. Teddy, Amber Light and Some Man. He won the Gen. Doolittle Handicap, carrying top 
weight, 3% in 1:1025, also won another 34 race by six lengths, giving 8 to 16 pounds to each 
of the other starters. In his entire career of 22 starts, Bless Me won ten races, was second 
in four and third in two.
